We desire to submit the following report ofthe schools un- 
der our supervision: 


The Primary department has continued in charge of , Miss 
Alice Rand. Number of pupils, 45; average 38. Wages, $8 
per week. : 

The summer term in the Intermediate room was taught’ 
by Miss Inez Maynard, of Plymouth. The second and third 
terms by Miss Amy B. Drake of Bristol. Number of pupils, 38. 


The first term in the Grammar school was under the in- 
struction of Miss Lillian M. Caverly, who has had charge of 
this school for three vears. At the close of this term Miss 
Caverly was placed in charge of the High School and Miss 
Nellie Cowperthwaite, of Hyde Park, Mass., was placed in 
charge for the remainder of the year. Number of pupils 33. 
Wages, $9 per week. 

Whole number of weeks in each ot these departments, 31. 


The High school has heretofore commenced its school 
year in September, running its third term by itself in the 
Spring, but your committee have thought it better to have all 
the schools in session at the same time, therefore the third 
term wiil be in connection with che other departments, com- 
mencing in March. Length of this school thus far is 21 weeks. 
Number of pupils, 26. Wages, $12 per week. 


The teachers in all the departments have done faithful 
work and very commendable progress has been made. An in- 
creased interest upon the part of the parents has been mani- 
fested, which has had its effect upon the schools. Every pa- 
rent should be able to judge from perscnal observation of the 
work being done in the school room. 


The new system of heating has proved a success, and 
though it may cost a little more than the old method, the in- 
creased comfort of the pupils repays tenfold the added expense, 
asit was impossible to secure uniform heat throughout the 
room by the old method.

The past year has bcen a successful one, both on the part of 
the teacher and pupil.
